It  should  be  said  of  the  children  who  have  died  dur¬ 
ing  the  3’ear,  that  they  all  were  ill  when  taken,  and  were 
boarding  out  when  they  died.  The  health  of  the  children,' 
as  a  whole,  has  been  very  good  during  the  year. 

That  the  number  of  children  received  into  the  Home 
this  year  is  twenty7-six  less  than  were  received  last  year, 
is  due  to  the  fact,  that,  during  the  period  of  moving  into 
the  new  building,  it  was  desirable  to  have  as  few  children 
in  the  Home  as  possible. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Society  during  the  past  y7ear 
calls  for  no  special  comment.  About  the  same  number 
of  children  as  last  year  have  been  temporarily7  cared  for, 
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and  almost  the  same  number  have  been  adopted  from  the 
Home. 

We  have  again  to  thank  Dr.  A.  T.  Cabot  for  attending 
the  sick  children  during  the  past  jmar,  and  the  Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  for  the  “  Country  Week  ” 
and  the  carriage  drives  which  it  has  afforded  to  the  chil¬ 
dren.  The  u  Country  Week  ”  was  directly  instrumental 
in  the  adoption  of  three  children  by  the  people  with  whom 
it  caused  them  to  be  temporarily  placed.  The  Society  is 
grateful  to  its  many  friends  for  the  numerous  gifts  it 
received  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  time,  and  for  the 
Christmas  festivities  at  the  Second  and  Hollis-street 
churches. 

The  Society  has  found  a  most  excellent  friend  since  it 
moved  into  its  new  quarters,  in  the  Methodist-Episcopal 
Church,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Tremont  and  Worcester  streets,  where  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  now  sent  to  Sunday  School,  and  are  very  kindly 
received. 

The  Society  continues  to  receive  letters  from  persons 
who  have  adopted  children  from  the  Home,  expressive  of 
the  happiness  and  the  new  interests  which  their  adopted 
children  have  brought  to  their  homes,  and  proving  that 
the  work  of  the  Societ}'  confers  happiness  upon  the  parents 
as  well  as  upon  the  children.  And  it  is  noticeable  that 
the  demand  for  children  to  adopt  has  been  steadil}’  in¬ 
creasing,  and  was. never  greater  than  it  is  to-day,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  institutions 
which  procure  the  adoption  of  children. 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  the  year  is  the  removal  by 
the  Societ}'  into  its  new  building,  consisting  of  the  two 
houses,  numbered  46  and  48,  on  Worcester  Street.  For  a 
number  of  years  past,  the  surroundings  of  the  Pine-place 
Home  have  been  such  that  it  was  deemed  necessary  to 
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move  from  that  locality.  A  committee  of  the  managers 
was  appointed  to  find  another  building  suitable  to  the 
wants  of  the  Society.  After  having  canvassed  all  the 
available  parts  of  the  city  with  the  greatest  care,  the  com¬ 
mittee  reported  in  favor  of  the  two  houses  on  Worcester 
Street,  which  the  Society  afterwards  purchased,  as  being 
on  the  whole  the  best  that  could  be  obtained.  The  Society 
made  a  very  advantageous  sale  of  its  property  on  Pine 
Place,  and  paid  the  sum  of  $29,500  for  the  two  houses  on 
Worcester  Street,  and  spent  about  $6,000  more  in  repairs 
and  in  alterations,  adapting  them  to  the  uses  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

They  are  together  48  feet  wide  and  48  feet  deep,  with 
large  yards  in  the  rear  facing  towards  the  South.  In  the 
two  houses  there  are  thirty-two  rooms  ;  and  the  Home  can 
now  accommodate  about  fifty-five  children,  —  about  twelve 
more  than  could  be  cared  for  in  the  Pine-place  Home. 
The  Society  can  thus  extend  its  usefulness,  not,  however, 
without  at  the  same  time  increasing  its  expenses.  At 
least  three  more  assistants  will  be  required  in  its  present 
quarters.  Although  but  about  six  months  have  elapsed 
since  the  Home  has  been  established  in  its  present  quar¬ 
ters,  the  managers  are  convinced  that  its  present  location 
is  better  than  its  last  one,  from  a  sanitary  as  well  as  a 
moral  stand-point. 

The  expense  of  moving  into  much  larger  quarters  has 
been  very  materially  lessened  by  the  generosity  of  the 
many  kind  friends  of  the  Society.  Ten  rooms  have  been 
furnished,  either  directly  by  friends  or  societies,  or  with 
money  which  the}T  have  given  for  that  purpose  ;  and  many 
other  articles  of  furniture  or  ornament  have  been  given 
for  the  new  Home. 

So  great  a  change  in  the  circumstances  of  the  Society 
is,  perhaps,  a  fitting  occasion  to  take  a  retrospective  view 
of  its  career. 
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The  Society  was  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
1846,  by  about  ten  persons,  most  of  whom  were  members 
of  the  Church  of  the  Disciples,  for  the  declared  purpose  of 
“  providing  shelter  and  obtaining  situations  for  children 
and  females  subjected  by  circumstances  to  sudden  want 
and  destitution.” 

The  records  of  the  Society  show  that  it  has,  since  that 
time,  aided  over  six  thousand  three  hundred  persons.  It 
began  its  work  in  January,  1847,  in  a  small  hired  house 
on  Albany  Street,  containing  twelve  rooms.  Its  current 
expenses  were  then  only  about  $600  or  $700  per  year,  the 
house  accommodating  about  eighteen  or  twenty  children. 
At  this  time  its  work  consisted  in  giving  shelter  to,  and 
assisting,  females  coming  to  the  city  from  the  country  in 
search  of  occupation.  It  took  in  no  infants. 

In  1853  the  Society  moved  to  a  larger  home,  No.  24 
Kneeland  Street,  containing  about  eighteen  or  twenty 
rooms.  This  house  accommodated  thirty  to  thirty-five 
children,  and  was  carried  on  at  an  expense  of  about 
$2,000  to  $3,000. 

In  1870  the  Society  moved  to  its  Pine-place  houses, 
where  it  remained  until  July  of  this  year,  accommodating 
there  about  forty-three  children.  It  was  here  that  the 
Society  first  adopted  the  practice  of  receiving  infants. 
This  necessitated  more  help,  and  increased  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Society  to  about  $5,000  per  year. 

In  its  present  quarters  the  Society  can  accommodate 
about  fifty-four  children,  and  its  expenses  will  be  increased 
in  about  the  same  proportion. 

The  Society’s  records  show  that  for  the  first  four  years 
of  its  existence  its  treasury  was  empty,  and  there  was 
great  doubt  as  to  the  possibility  of  continuing  its  work. 

It  has  grown  steadily  in  its  usefulness,  its  resources, 
and  in  the  regard  of  the  public-spirited  in  the  community.
